NAPOLEON'S LIBRARY 


More than one hundred years ago 
Napoleon I.—then at the palace of 
Schoenbrunn, near Vienna—wrote to 
his librarian, Barbier, at Paris, con 


cerning the definite formation of a tra 


velling library for use during his 
foreign campaigns. The idea had 
haunted the Emperor's mind since the 


previous year. When leaving for his 
Spanish campaign he broached to Bar 
bier the proposition for a library of one 
thousand 12mo volumes. Historical me 
moirs were to form the bulk of the col 
lection, but religion, epie and other 
poetry, the drama, etc., were each to be 
represented by fifty or sixty volumes, 
and fiction by one hundred. The last 
list was to inelude Voltaire’s ‘‘Con 
tess,’’ Rosseau’s ‘‘Confessions,’’ and
